WHEAT HARVEST 


What Happens When Farmers 


Gall For Hands. 


UNSKILLED GET $2 .50 A DAY 


A Description, From tho Spot, of the

“ Menless jobs instead of jobless men” 
in the very immediate future through­ 
out the United States are predicted by 
Secretary of Labor Wilson. 
Western farmers want harvest work­ 
ers. In Kansas the wages range from 
$2.50 to $3 a day for unskilled labor 
and higher prices for engine drivers 
and ex pert workers. 
On the southern border of the Kan­ 
sas wheat belt the army of harvesters 
has begun its labors. 
While there has 
gone out a demand for 8 2,000 men, to 
work in the entire wheat belt, the first 
great call and the most insistent is 
from Kansas, where GO,000 harvesters 
are needed, according to the report of 
the labor bureau. 
Allowing for dupli­ 
cations, this has been cut to 42,000, 
with 0,300 ex tra teams and 2,300 cooks. 
Just why there should be this need is 
not understood until one travels over 
the wheat counties. 
The Kansas City 
correspondent of the New York Post 
in an interesting article ex plains con­ 
ditions. 
The average county in the wheat sec­ 
tion has a small population. The farms 
are large, the towns small. 
Take 
Pawnee county , for instance, out in 
southwest Kansas. It has a population 
of 8 ,500 or 1,700 families. 
There an.» 
275,000 acres of wheat to cut and 
thrash. If every available man in the 
county could be put at the Job the 
work wrould not be done during the 
short period during which wheat must 
be handled. Once rfiie, the heads shell 
freely , and the grain must be garnered. 


H ow Help Is Obtained. 
As the present crop approached its 
splendid promise, with what amounts 
to two crops in one, the farmers began 
to call for help. This has been devel­ 
oped into a sy stem. With n state labor 
bureau in correspondence with county 
officers, city clerks, farmers and town­ 
ship officers, the needs are tabulated. 
Even the fraternal orders have taken 
a hand, and have sent bar k to Indiana, 
Ohio and other states to fraternities 
to send men west. Hundreds of college 
boy s have been enlisted and come to 
the harvest fields for the ex perience 
and to earn vacation money . 
When a single county , as is the case 
with several in southwest Kansas, 
needs 3.000 to 4,000 men it is policy for 
the railroads to get the men there and 
save the crop. 
Thousands of dollars 
have been sent east to pay the trans­ 
portation of workers, the agents of the 
western roads holding the funds con 
tributed by farmers and wiring orders 
to furnish tickets. 
To pay this army 
means a large drain on the currency 
supply of the interior banks. 
The 40,000 men in Kansas will draw 
over $100,000 a day for labor alone, to 
say nothing of the ex pense in feeding 
them. Most of this money will be tak­ 
en out of the state, for ex cept what is 
spent in traveling the harvesters have 
no ex pense personally . 
Likewise it is 
all currency , for the farmer finds his 
checks of little value to strangers. 
The class of men westward bound 
for the harvest includes workmen from 
the lumber camps, factory men seeking 
a bit of outdoor work with good wages, 
college boy s and small farmers from 
adjoining states. 


M et by W a itin g Em ployers. 
Farmers in automobiles, wagons and 
buggies wait for the men at the sta­ 
tions, and cook shacks are ready in the 
fields to serve meals. 
The men are. for the most part, unfa­ 
miliar with harvest work, but they are 
given the routine hand labor, while ex ­ 
perienced men handle the binders and 
headers. 
In addition to the imported 
labor, all available local help is busy , 
and the towns are for the time desert­ 
ed of ablebodied laborers. 
The gathering of 8 ,000,000 acres of 
wheat in Kansas, for instance, is not 
all done at one time. The work begins 
on the southern border, and three or 
four weeks elapse before the army of 
workers reaches the Nebraska line. 
The wheat ripens slowly , the lower lat­ 
itudes first turning y ellow. This means 
economy of time and effort, for the 
men who have first begun will go with 
the ripening of the wheat northward 
until they reach the northern limit, 
thus getting a month or more of steady 
work. 
The peculiarity of this y ear’s 
wheat is that the straw is heavy , and 
binders will be used more freely than 
in most y ears.

Has Bean Enacted . 


SECOND IN POINT OF LAWS 


T hirteen Acts of General Im portance 
H ave Been Passed, and a t Least Fif­ 
teen More Pieces of Legislation Are 
Aw aiting 
Action— Hoping to Clean 
the Slate. 


The pending session Is destined to b e 
a record b reaker, legislatively speak­ 
ing. 
At the present time thirteen 
acts of general importance are now 
laws as a resu lt of the work of this 
session of congress. 
At least fifteen 
more separate pieces of important 
legislation aw ait action, the majoi 
portion of which is almost certain to 
pass the hou se if not the senate b efore 
adjou rnment. 
No 
congress 
except 
prob ab ly the first congress ever pass­ 
ed so many laws, says the New York 
P ost 
The present session of congress is 
really a hang-over from the last one. 
Halting only for five minu tes, the 
last session of congress merged into 
tb e present one, and after approxi 
mately six months of lab or this ses 
slon of congress has produ ced the fol­ 
lowing pu b lic legislation to date: 


Record of Present Session. 
A resolu tion providing a temporary 
method for condu cting the nomination 
and election of senators u nder the new 
constitu tional amendment. 
Money orders have b een made pay­ 
ab le at any postoffice. 
A law intended to b e a model has 
b een passed ab olishing a segregated 
vice district in the city of Washington. 
Another act reorganises the naval 
militia with a view to greater effi­ 
ciency. 
Another model law was passed regu ­ 
lating the hou rs of employment and 
safegu arding the health of women em ­ 
ployed in the District of Colu mb ia. 
The Alaska railroad b ill. 
Fu rther relief for American citizens 
In Mexico. 
The volu nteer b ill, providing a com­ 
plete plan for the organization of an 
army of defense. 
Agricu ltu ral extension b ill. 
Legations In Argentina and Chile 
raised to emb assies. 
Commission au thorized to stu dy vo­ 
cational edu cation. 
Resolu tion ju stifying the president in 
u sing the armed forces of the United 
States in Mexico. 
Senate has decided election contests 
in Maryland and Alab ama. 
Mother's day estab lished. 


A waiting Final Action. 
This program of legislation, in addi­ 
tion to the appropriation b ills, is of 
considerab le length in itself, b u t the 
program which is awaiting final action 
in congress is fu lly as momentou s. 
It 
iu c lu des: 
The immigration b ill, carrying an 
edu cational test, has passed the hou se 
and awaits the disposition of the sen­ 
ate. 
A nti-tru st legislation, carried in three 
separate b ills in the hou se, whicli real­ 
ly emb race six separate pieces of leg­ 
islation which hitherto have b een at­ 
tempted to b e passed separately. 
Five separate conservation b ills, as 
follows: Alaska coal leasing b ill; b ill to 
encou rage 
prospecting, 
mining 
and 
treatm ent of radiu m b earing ores on 
pu b lic lands; reclamation b ill, extend­ 
ing tittle in which settlers may make 
payments; b ill to regu late the develop­ 
ment of w ater power on pu b lic lands, 
and a b ill to codify and readju st the 
mining laws. 
Philippine legislation, the Stevens 
railway safety appliance b ill and con­ 
stitu tional amendments providing for 
national prohib ition and for woman 
su ffrage are also ahead. 
Hoping to Clean the Slate. 
This Is the amb itiou s program now 
confronting congress. 
Many memb ers 
of the hou se b elieve that if the senate 
remains in session long enou gh on the 
tru st qu estion these measu res can all 
b e sent to that b ody. Rather than have 
them fail of passage at the short ses­ 
sion of congress next w inter for lack 
of time primarily, great pressu re will 
b e b rou ght to b ear to clean the slate 
b efore the adjou rnm ent of this session. 
Thn president, however, b elieves that 
the anti-tru st b ill shou ld b e passed b e­ 
fore adjou rnment.

STOCK MARKET IS THE SAME 


A Description, From the Spot, of the 


Arrival 
of 
the 
Harvesters—What 


They Are Like, How They Come, 
How They Are Received and How 
They Are Put'to Work. 


"Menless jobs instead of jobless men" 


In the very immediate future through- 
out the United States are predicted by 
Secretary of Labor Wilson. 


Western farmers want harvest work- 


ers. In Kansas the wages range from 
$2.50 to $3 n day for unskilled labor 
and higher prices for engine drivers 
and expert workers. 


On the southern border of the Kan- 


sas wheat belt the arrny of harvesters 
has begun its labors. While there has 
gone out a demand for 52,000 men, to 
work in the entire wheat belt, the first 
great call and the most insistent is 
from Kansas, where 00,000 harvesters 
are needed, according to the report of 
the labor bureau. 
Allowing for dupli- 


cations, this has been cut to 42,000, 
with 0,300 extra teams and 2,300 cooks. 
Just wily there should be this need is 
not understood until one travels over 
the wheat counties. The Kansas City 
correspondent of the New York Post 
in an interesting article explains con- 
ditions. 


The average county in the wheat sec- 


tion has a small population. The farms 
are large, the towns small. 
Take 


Pawnee county, for instance, out in 
southwest Kansas. It has a population 
of 8,500 or 1,700 families. There arc 
275,000 acres of wheat to cut and 
thrash. If every available man in the 
county could be put 'at the Job the 
work would not be done during the 
short period during which wheat must 
be handled. Once ripe, the heads shell 
freely, and the grain must be garnered. 


How Help Is Obtained. 


As the present crop approached its 


splendid promise, with what amounts 
to two crops in one, the farmers began 
to call for help. This has been devel- 
oped into a system. With n state labor 
bureau in correspondence with county 
officers, city clerks, farmers and town- 
ship officers, the needs arc tabulated. 
Even the fraternal orders have taken 
a hand, and have sent back to Indiana. 
Ohio and other states to fraternities 
to send men west. Hundreds of college 
boys have been enlisted and come to 
tlie harvest fields for the experience 
and to earn vacation money. 


When a single county, as is the case 


with several in southwest Kansas, 
needs 3.000 to 4,000 men it is policy for 
the railroads to get the men there and 
save . the crop. Thousands of dollars 
have been sent east to pay the trans- 
portation of workers, the agents of the; 
western roads holding the funds con- 
tributed by farmers and wiring orders 
to furnish tickets. 
To pay this army 


means a large drain on the currency 
supply of the interior banks. 


The 40,000 men in Kansas will draw 


over $100,000 a day for labor alone, to 
say nothing of the expense in feeding 
them.. Most of this money will be tak- 
en out of the state, for except what is 
spent in traveling the harvesters have 
no expense personally. Likewise it is 
all currency, for the farmer finds his 
checks of little value to strangers. 


The class of men westward bound 


for the harvest includes workmen from 
the lumber camps, factory men seeking 
a bit of outdoor work with good wages, 
college boys and small farmers from 
adjoining states. 


Met by Waiting Employers. 


Farmers in automobiles, wagons and 


buggies wait for the men at the sta- 
tions, and cook shacks are ready in the 
fields to serve meals. 


The men arc, for the most part, unfa- 


miliar with harvest work, but they are 
given the routine hand labor, while ex- 
perienced men handle the binders and 
headers. 
In addition to the imported 


labor, all available local help is busy, 
and the towns are for the time desert- 
ed of ablebodied laborers. 


The gathering of 8,000,000 acres of 


wheat in Kansas, for instance, is not 
all done at one time. The work begins 
on the southern border, and three or 
four weeks elapse before the army of 
workers reaches the Nebraska line. 
The wheat ripens slowly, tlie lower lat- 
itudes first turning yellow. This means 
economy of time and effort, for the 
men who have first begun will go with 
the ripening of the wheat northward 
until they reach the northern limit, 
thus getting a month or more of steady 
work. The peculiarity of this year's 
wheat is that the straw is heavy, and 
binders will be used more freely than 
in most years.

Elephant and Tigor Enmity. 


One of the most Interesting employ- 


ments of the elephant is in hiuitiiiK ti- 
gers. From the lofty back of his ele- 
phant, at n height -which, increased by 
the howdah, may be twelve or fourten 
feet above the ground, the hunter can 
take his aim at a tiger with a coolness 
that he would not possess If facing the 
animal on terra flrum. If, ns some- 
times occurs, the tiger makes a leap 
for the elephant be seldom succeeds in 
attaining the man in the howdah, al- 
though the driver in his exposed posi- 
tion on the elephant's neck, is in great- 
er danger. 


There seems to be a natural enmity 


between elephants and tigers, although 
an elephant will not attack a tiger un- 
less cornered or compelled to do so by 
the tiger's own fault But then a good 
fighting elephant will if he can once 
get his tusks to bear on his enemy 
gore him to death or literally crush 
him by kneeling on him.

Important Legislation 
That 


Has Bean Enacted, 


SECOND IN POINT OF LAWS 


Thirteen Acts of General Importance 


Have Been Passed, and at Least Fif- 
teen More Pieces of Legislation Are 
Awaiting Action—Hoping to Clean 
the Slate. 


The pending session Is destined to be 


a record breaker, legislatively speak- 
ing. At the present time thirteen 
acts of general importance are now 
laws as a .result of the work of thi& 
session of congress. At least fifteeo 
more separate pieces of Important 
legislation await action, the majoi 
portion of which Is almost certain to 
pass the house If not the senate before 
adjournment 
No congress 
except 


probably the first congress ever pass- 
ed so many laws, says the New 1'ork 
Post 


The present session of congress Is 


really a hang-over from the last o 
Halting only for five minutes, the 
last session of congress merged into 
the present one, and after approxi 
mutely six months of labor this ses- 
sion of congress has produced the fol- 
lowing public legislation to date: 


Record of Present Session. 


A resolution providing a temporary 


method for conducting the nomination 
and election of senators under the new 
constitutional amendment. 


Money orders have been made pay- 


able at any postofflce. 


A law intended to be a model has 


been passed abolishing a segregated 
vice district In the city of Washington. 


Another act reorganizes the naval 


militia with a view to greater effi- 
ciency. 


Another model law was passed regu- 


lating the hours of employment and 
safeguarding the health of women em- 
ployed in the District of Columbia. 


The Alaska railroad bill. 
Further relief for American citizens 


In Mexico. 


The volunteer bill, providing a com- 


plete plan for the organization of an 
army of defense. 


Agricultural extension bill. 
Legations In Argentina and Chile 


raised to embassies. 


Commission authorized to study vo- 


cational education. 


Resolution justifying the president in 


using the armed forces of the United 
States in Mexico. 


Senate has decided election contests 


in Maryland and Alabama. 


Mother's day established. 


Awaiting Final Action. 


This program of legislation, in addi- 


tion to the appropriation bills, is of 
considerable length in itself, but the 
program which is awaiting final action 
In congress Is fully as motueutous. It 
includes: 


The immigration bill, carrying an 


educational test, has passed the house 
and awaits the disposition of the sen- 
ate., 


Anti-trust legislation, carried in three 


separate bills in the house, which real- 
ly embrace six separate pieces of leg- 
islation which, hitherto have been at- 
tempted to be passed separately. 


Five separate conservation bills, as 


follows: Alaska coal leasing bill; bill to 
encourage prospecting, mining and 
treatment of radium bearing ores on 
public lands; reclamation bill, extend- 
ing time In which settlers may make 
payments; bill to regulate the develop- 
ment of water power on public lauds, 
and a bill to codify and readjust the 
mining laws. 


Philippine legislation, the Stevens 


railway safety appliance bill and con- 
stitutional amendments providing for 
national prohibition and for woman 
suffrage are also ahead. 


Hoping to.Clean the Slate. 


Thjs is the ambitious program now 


confronting congress. 
Many members 


of the house believe that If the senate 
remains in session long enough on the 


st question these measures can all 


)e se,nt to that body. Rather than have 
:hem fall of passage at the short ses- 
sion of congress next winter for lack 
of Owe primarily, great pressure will 


brought to bear to clean the slate 


before the adjournment of this session. 


Th» president, however, believes that 
ie anti-trust bill should be passed be- 
'ore Hdjournment.
